The coin weighs 389 grains and has a speoifio 
gravity of 8.3. This would make it pot a»tal, or type 
retal , or white metal, and in no event could it be 
There may, of course, be some lead in the mixture, 
not a pattern, in my opinion, merely a striking from a 
pair of dollar dies done to create a novelty. It 
is a struck piece. It is poorly struck, as the collar did 
not leave very much in the way of edge reeding. Tne die 
break across the obverse is very heavy and, no doubt, the 
die had been rejected. The obverse is double struck, as 

you know. 


On the reverse you will notice little blobs of 
metal on the tassels on each side of the coat of arms and 
a blob above the large capital D. 


It is perfectly clear that the dies for the 
Hawaiian coinage were not all destroyed at the time the 
records indicate. Either thero were more made than were 
acoounted for or some of those accounted for were not de- 
stroyed. Since there are novelty etrikings of Hawaiian 
pleoes in various medals, done long after 1683 , this piece 
should be in that class.
